2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach nor render obvious the subject matter of independent claim 10 
including introducing a mass comprising a blowing agent into a mold connected to an 
overdose space and a deaeration channel in which at least two openings in the mold 
connect to the overdose space and within the mold different pressures and/or flow 
resistances are generated independently such that the flow of the mass from an 
injection opening in the direction of one of the openings is carried out at a different 
speed than the flow to the other opening in addition to the other limitations present in 
the claim.
